I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during 
the  twelve  months  ending  December  31st,  1931. 


TUBERCULOUS  CASES. 


As  illustrated  by  the  state  of  health  of  the  patients  on  discharge 
it  is  seen  that  83.5%  of  all  cases  treated  were  discharged  “  Disease 
quiescent  ”  ;  this  figures  compares  favourably  with  those  of  the 
past  eleven  years,  which  have  varied  from  78.5%  to  86.8%. 

155  cases  in  all  were  discharged  during  the  period  under  survey, 
but  of  this  number  10  were  considered  not  to  be  tuberculous  after 
a  period  of  observation.  Of  the  remaining  145  cases —

INFECTIOUS  FEVERS. 

Infectious  Fevers  have  not  been  a  great  cause  for  anxiety  during 
the  year.  5  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  3  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred. 
There  were  no  direct  contact  cases.  It  is  felt  that  the  visits  of  parents 
(once  monthly)  is  the  commonest  source  of  infection. 


ARTIFICIAL  LIGHT. 


In  an  attempt  to  combat  retardation  or  restriction  of  growth, 
loss  of  weight  and  lowered  resistance,  and  also  disturbance  in  the 
calcification  of  the  bones  or  teeth  (whether  any  or  all  of  these  changes 
be  due  to  enforced  immobilisation  or  to  disease)  Vitamines  A,  B  and 
D  in  the  form  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Malt  extract,  Milk,  Green  Vegetables 
and  Yeast  are  given  to  all  cases  in  hospital. 

In  addition,  however,  Artificial  Light  (either  General  Irradia¬ 
tion  or  Local  Irradiation)  has  been  given  to  132  cases  : —

and  the  results  achieved  may  be  summarised  briefly  as  follows  : — • 

General  Irradiation,  in  all  cases,  produces  a  general  feeling 
of  well-being,  improves  the  appetite  and  is  an  aid  to  uninterrupted 
sleep.  It  has,  however,  no  effect  on  the  local  spread  of  disease  and

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no  effect  on  the  sinuses  originating  from  bone.  In  assisting  recalci¬ 
fication  its  effect  is  exerted  through  a  general  body  stimulus. 

Local  Irradiation,  although  having  no  appreciable  effect  on 
sinuses  originating  in  bone,  does  increase  the  rate  of  healing  in 
sinuses  of  glandular  origin.  An  intensive  Local  Irradiation  appears 
to  hasten  the  absorption  of  all  glandular  swellings  (peripheral  or 
abdominal). 

RESEARCH. 

Research  is  being  undertaken  by  Dr.  T.  P.  Tworney,  the  Ridge¬ 
way  Scholar,  on  the  calcium  and  phosphorus  content  of  the  blood, 
and  it  is  hoped  to  include  with  this  some  research  on  the  effect  of 
cereals  in  the  diet  on  caries  of  the  teeth. 

AFTER-CARE. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  after-care  in  connection 
with  the  cases  discharged  (Liverpool  only),  by  means  of  which  a 
check  on  the  durability  of  the  results  claimed  could  be  kept,  has 
been  carried  out  entirely  by  the  staff  of  the  Liverpool  Tuberculosis 
Dispensaries,  and  therefore  the  usual  percentage  of  relapsing  cases 
cannot  be  given.  It  is  known  that  of  the  cases  discharged  “  disease 
quiescent  ”  in  recent  years,  relapse  has  been  shown,  during  the  year 
under  review,  in  the  following  cases  : —

NON-TUBERCULOUS  CASES. 

The  Hospital  still  plays  its  part  as  the  Central  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  for  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics  (inaugurated  by  the  various 
Local  Authorities  in  its  immediate  neighbourhood)  in  that  it  is 
responsible  for  providing  the  Surgeon  and  Orthopaedic  Nurse,  for 
the  admission  and  treatment  of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  care,  the 
provision  of  splints,  appliances  and  surgical  boots,  and  also  for  the 
clerical  work  and  record  keeping  inseparable  from  the  working  of 
such  clinics. 

These  clinics  are  held  at  Birkenhead  (twice  monthly),  Wallasey, 
Ellesmere  Port,  New  Ferry,  Runcorn  and  Stockton  Heath  (monthly), 
and  also  Hoylake  and  More  ton  (bi-monthly).  To  these  clinics 
91  visits  have  been  paid  by  the  Surgeon  and  368  by  the  Orthopaedic 
Nurse  during  the  past  year,  during  which  time  310  new  cases  were 
examined  and  2,064  re-examinations  were  made  (an  average  of 
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26  cases  per  session,  varying  from  7-39  cases  according  to  the  needs 
of  the  clinic). 

In  tabular  form  below  is  shown  the  total  number  of  cases  on  the 
registers  of  these  clinics,  classified  according  to  disease  groups  and 
age  groups,  and  also  showing  the  numbers  of  cases  discharged  and 
the  reasons  for  their  discharge  : — -

The  total  number  of  days  spent  in  Hospital  by  these  cases  were 
8,312  or  22.77  beds  occupied  throughout  the  year. 

In  addition,  55  cases  were  referred  for  X-ray  examination  and 
52  cases  attended  once  or  on  more  occasions  for  the  application  of 
Plaster  of  Paris  splinting. 

Since  most  of  the  cases  referred  to  these  clinics  are  discovered 
in  the  early  stages  by  the  Midwives,  Child  Welfare  Nurses  and 
Visitors,  Health  Visitors,  and  Voluntary  Workers,  and  the  School 
Medical  Services,  correction  of  deformity  by  manipulation,  fixation 
or  operation  can,  in  most  cases,  be  readily  obtained  and  is  followed 
by  Massage  and  Muscle  Re-education  [each  clinic  having  a  fully- 
qualified  Masseuse  (part  or  whole  time)  on  its  staff].  During  the 
year  1931  11,375  treatments  have  been  given  to  326  cases.  133  new 
cases  were  referred  for  treatment  and  99  discharged  after  responding 
to  such  treatment.  Classified  in  tabular  form  below  are  shown  those 
cases  referred  for  Massage  and  Re-education,  under  age-group  and 
disease-group  headings  ;  as  also  is  (by  means  of  an  attendance 
percentage)  the  relative  amount  of  work  devoted  to  children  of 
school  and  pre-school  age.
